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Dear  Governor  Dukakis: 

This  year  the  Council  departs  fronn  the 
traditional  format  for  its  annual  report. 
We  have  combined  our  reports  for  Fiscal 
Years  1974  and  1975,  the  length  has  been 
substantially  abbreviated,  and  we  have 
changed  the  format  as  part  of  our  total 
effort  to  cut  costs. 

This  is  one  of  the  ways  the  Council  has 
responded  to  the  current  economic 
situation  without  reducing  aid  to  this 
state's  vital  cultural  resources.  State 
funding  for  the  arts  and  humanities  is  an 
investment  that  is  returned  many  times 
over  to  the  Commonwealth. 
Massachusetts  arts  and  humanities 
organizations  are  a  major  attraction  for 
industry  and  capital  to  this  state.  They 
employ  over  10,000  people,  help  support 
the  state's  tourist  industry,  and  sustain 
the  state's  outstanding  quality  of  life. 

In  spite  of  their  crucial  importance, 
Massachusetts  cultural  organizations  are 
struggling  with  severe  economic 
problems.  In  addition  to  rising  costs  they 
face  a  serious  reduction  in  available 
private  funding.  At  the  same  time,  they 
are  strained  by  unprecendented  demands 
for  increased  public  services,  a  problem 
that  will  become  acute  during  the 
Bicentennial.  Obviously  the  quality  of 
human  services,  concerts,  exhibitions, 
and  plays  will  suffer  as  a  result. 

At  a  time  when  state  agencies  are  asked 
to  plan  appropriate  responses  to  broad 
economic  problems,  the  Council  will 
continue  to  make  the  best  possible  use 
of  its  appropriation,  and  to  provide 
intelligent  and  responsive  support  to  the 
arts  and  humanities,  that  throughout  the 
world  are  the  most  visible  and  best 
known  attributes  of  Massachusetts.

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The  Council:  What  It  Is 


Council  Services 


In  1966  the  Massachusetts  state 
legislature  established  the  Massachusetts 
Council  on  the  Arts  and  Humanities  as 
an  agency  of  state  governnnent  to 
"...  encourage  throughout  the  Conn- 
monwealth  the  practice,  study,  and  ap- 
preciation of  the  arts  and  hunnanities  in 
the  public  interest."  Its  major  goals  are  to 
make  the  arts  and  humanities  more 
widely  available  to  everyone  in 
Massachusetts,  preserve  our  cultural 
heritage,  strengthen  our  cultural 
organizations,  and  support  arts  and 
humanities  organizations  for  their  work  in 
the  public  interest. 

The  Council,  an  agency  of  the 
Executive  Office  of  Educational  Affairs,  is 
composed  of  fifteen  private  citizens  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor,  who  serve 
without  remuneration  for  staggered  three- 
year  terms.  The  present  members  include 
individuals  of  recognized  ac- 
complishments in  the  arts,  humanities, 
business,  and  education.  The  Council 
meets  regularly  to  develop  policy,  and  is 
aided  by  a  professional  staff  that  ad- 
ministers its  services  and  handles  the 
day-to-day  operations. 


The  Council's  largest  service  programs 
provide  financial  aid  to  cultural 
organizations  through  the  Financial 
Assistance  Service,  Technical  Assistance, 
Historic  Conservation  and  the 
State/Local  Partnership  Services.  Other 
services  include  Artists-in-Residence, 
Creative  Artists  Services,  and  Dance 
Touring  offered  through  the 
Massachusetts  Arts  and  Humanities 
Foundation,  Inc.  with  some  additional 
funding  from  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts.  This  report  covers  Council 
operations  for  Fiscal  Year  1974  and  1975 
with  a  brief  description  of  current  ac- 
tivities. 


The  Council  provides  services  and 
does  not  undertake  projects  best  ad- 
ministered by  appropriate  cultural 
organizations.  By  helping  improve  the  use 
and  availability  of  existing  talent  and 
facilities,  the  Council  is  able  to  use  its 
limited  funds  to  the  fullest  advantage. 


For  Fiscal  Year  1974,  the  state 
legislature  appropriated  $600,000  for  the 
Council,  and  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts  provided  an  additional  $160,000 
in  federal  money  as  part  of  a  Block  Grant 
to  state  arts  councils.  In  Fiscal  Year  1975, 
the  legislature  appropriated  $1.6  million 
for  the  Council's  Fiacal  Year  1975  budget, 
and  the  National  Endowment  provided 
$200,000. 


Financial  Assistance 

The  Financial  Assistance  program 
provides  funds  to  non-profit 
professionally  directed  arts  and 
hunnanities  organizations  in  Massachusetts 
for  programs  that  benefit  the  public. 
State  aid  is  essential  to  maintain  for  the 
public  the  wide  availability  of  cultural 
resources,  and  to  improve  services  of- 
fered to  audiences,  artists,  and 
humanists. 

Applications  for  financial  assistance  are 
reviewed  by  the  Council  staff,  appropriate 
advisory  panels  of  experts,  and  the  Coun- 
cil rtself.  All  final  decisions  are  made  by 
the  members  of  the  Council  on  the  Arts 
and  Humanities  based  on  artistic  and 
humanistic  excellence,  financial  need,  the 
extent  and  quality  of  services  provided 
to  the  public,  the  organization's  ability  to 
carry  out  the  proposed  program,  and  the 
fiscal  responsibility  and  sound 
management  of  the  applicant 
organization. 

In  reviewing  applications  the  Council 
considers  the  organization's  community 
involvement  and  support,  strength  of  in- 
ternal management,  and  the  record  of  its 
efforts  to  increase  income  from  other 
sources.  The  Council  also  gives  con- 
sideration to  the  geographic  distribution 
of  its  total  state  program. 

In  Fiscal  Year  1974,  156  arts  and 
humanities  organizations  throughout 
Massachusetts  received  $437,447.85  un- 
der the  Council's  Financial  Assistance 
Program.  In  Fiscal  Year  1975  the  Council 
approved  $900,000  for  154  organizations.

Historic  Conservation 

The  Council's  Historic  Conservation 
Progrann  provides  financial  aid  on  a 
matching  basis  for  the  professional 
restoration  of  objects  of  special  artistic 
or  historic  significance,  and  responds  to 
specific  needs  of  museums,  historical 
societies  and  associations,  libraries  and 
other  institutions  that  preserve  our 
cultural  heritage. 

Requests  are  evaluated  on  the  basis  of 
the  artistic  and  historic  merit  of  the 
materials  involved,  the  accessibility  of 
the  collection  to  the  public,  and  the 
financial  need  of  the  applicant 
organization.  The  Council  cannot  supply 
funds  for  the  restoration  or  structural 
repair  of  buildings  or  for  any  other  capital 
expenditure. 

In  Fiscal  Year  1974,  the  Council 
provided  $17,924.55  to  31  organizations 
under  the  Historic  Conservation  Program. 
In  Fiscal  Year  1975,  36  applications  were 
approved  $25,297.50.

State/Local  Partnership  Services 

State/Local  Partnership  Services  provides 
financial  assistance  to  community  arts 
councils,  arts  centers  and  libraries  for 
community  arts  and  humanities  program- 
ing of  professional  quality.  In  addition, 
the  Council  staff  works  with 
organizations  across  the  state  to 
strengthen  local,  community  oriented  arts 
and  humanities  programs. 

In  1974  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts  awarded  the  Council  a  $15,000 
matching  grant  for  salary  assistance  for 
professional  arts  administrators  to  help 
improve  the  programs  of  regional  and 
municipal  arts  courrcils. 

The  Endowment  grant  was  used  in  both 
Fiscal  Year  1974  and  1975.  In  Fiscal  Year 
1974  the  Council  provided  $11,084  to  four 
organizations.  In  Fiscal  Year  1975  the 
Council  provided  $122,616.48  to  19 
organizations.

Technical  Assistance 

The  Technical  Assistance  program 
mal<es  available  to  organizations  short- 
term  consultations  with  experts  on 
specific  management,  development,  ar- 
tistic, or  technical  problems.  It  offers  the 
services  of  a  specialist  for  up  to  three 
days  to  help  solve  problems  that  require 
special  skills  and  knowledge  not  available 
within  the  staff  of  the  applicant 
organization.  Bookkeeping,  ad- 
ministration, audience  development, fund- 
raising,  legal  aid,  exhibition  improvement, 
and  publicity  are  some  of  the  areas  where 
the  recommendations  of  a  special  con- 
sultant may  help  an  organization's  staff 
deal  effectively  with  its  own  problems. 

A  qualified  consultant,  approved  by  the 
Council,  may  be  designated  by  the  ap- 
plicant organization  or  chosen  from 
suggestions  made  by  the  Technical 
Assistance  staff.  Technical  Assistance  is 
available  throughout  the  year.  The 
program  is  supported  by  funds  from  the 
Council  and  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts  and  is  administered  by  the 
Massachusetts  Arts  and  Humanities 
Foundation,  Inc. 

In  Fiscal  Year  1974  Jacob's  Pillow, 
Cambridge  School  of  Ballet,  and  Theatre 
Company  of  Boston  received  assistance 
for  a  series  of  pilot  projects  in  the 
development  of  the  Technical  Assistance 
Program.

Artists-in-Residence 


The  Artists-in-Residence  Program 
enables  artists  to  pursue  their  own  work 
in  Massachusetts  schools  and 
communities  for  residencies  varying  from 
a  few  weeks  to  a  full  school  year.  The 
program  is  directed  towards  the  entire 
community  and  has  been  centered  in 
schools  which  provide  work  space  for  the 
artists  and  a  focal  point  for  the 
community.  The  artists  are  able  to  work 
on  their  own  art  while  acting  as  a 
resource  for  students,  teachers,  and 
community  residents.  The  primary 
objective  is  to  encourage  the  sustained, 
long-range  involvement  of  professional 
artists  in  schools  and  other  community 
sponsoring  organizations. 

In  1974  more  than  40  artists,  including 
poets  and  dancers  as  well  as  visual 
artists,  met  with  nearly  5,000  students, 
teachers,  and  parents  in  over  60  schools, 
in  1975  the  program  was  expanded  to 
include  theater  and  filmmaking. 

Financial  support  for  each  residency 
comes  from  the  Council  and  from  local 
sponsors,  schools,  and  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts.  In  addition  to 
funding,  local  sponsors  provide  facilities 
and  equipment  and  coordinate  activities. 
The  program  is  administered  by  the 
Massachusetts  Arts  and  Humanities 
Foundation,  Inc. 

Poetry  1973-74 

In  1974  twenty  poets  worked  with 
students  and  teachers  in  workshops 
spread  over  a  ten  week  period.  The 
workshops  encourage  the  creative 
response  of  students  and  can  help 
teachers  use  poetry  effectively  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  curriculum.  The  1974- 
75  program  changed  to  ten  full  days  in  a 
school  with  a  poet  conducting 
workshops,  and  providing  consultations, 
reading  and  individual  time  with 
students  and  teachers.  In  addition,  there 
were  two  year-long  residencies  in 
Brockton  and  Pittsfield,  and  Worcester 
County  was  involved  in  a  special  bilingual 
residency  conducted  in  Spanish  and 
English.  The  following  is  a  list  of  poets 
and  the  towns  where  they  worked.

Dance  1973-74 

Schools  sponsor  professional  modern 
dance  connpanies  to  work  extensively 
with  students  and  teachers  in  a  program 
of  workshops  and  demonstrations.  A 
dance  company  usually  stays  in  a  school 
for  three  weeks  as  a  central  part  of  the 
school's  activities.  Professional  dance 
movement  specialists  conduct  workshops 
and  demonstrations  for  two  weeks 
preceeding  and  following  the  arrival  of 
the  dance  company.

Sharon  Dunn,  a  painter  and 
printmaker,  worked  at  Boston  English 
High  School  with  a  group  of  tenth  year 
students.  She  developed  an  art  workshop, 
"The  Kuumba"  that  exhibited  their  work 
and  was  commissioned  to  do  a  wall 
mural  for  the  office  building  of  the  local 
Area  Planning  Action  Council.  A 
playwright,  Dan  Owens,  was  involved  as  a 
special  "visiting  artist"  throughout  the 
year  as  part  of  the  program. 


John  Raimondi  builds  large-scale  steel 
sculpture.  In  the  fall  of  1973  he  began  a 
residency  at  the  Quincy  Vocational 
Technical  School,  the  first  residency  in 
this  country  of  a  visual  artist  in  a 
vocational  school. 

Working  with  students  who  were 
training  for  industrial  metal  working  jobs, 
Mr.  Raimondi  built  a  30  foot  sculpture 
that  had  been  commissioned  for  a  site  un 
upstate  New  York.  The  students  received 
special  permission  to  help  transport  and 
install  the  finished  work.  The  project  was 
so  successful  that  Mr.  Raimondi  had  a 
second  group  of  students  help  build, 
transport,  and  install  another  sculpture, 
this  time  in  North  Dartmouth, 
Massachusetts.  One  result  of  the 
program  has  been  a  30%  increase  in 
student  enrollment  in  the  school's  metal 
working  department.

Creative  Artists  Services 


All  arts  organizations  ultimately  depend 
on  the  achievements  of  the  individual 
artist  who  creates  the  music  played,  the 
works  of  art  exhibited,  and  the  plays 
performed.  Assisting  artists  has  always 
been  one  of  the  Council's  most  important 
concerns.  In  1974,  with  funds  from  the 
Council,  the  Massachusetts  Arts  and 
Humanities  Foundation,  Inc.,  initiated 
three  pilot  projects  under  its  new 
Creative  Artists  Services  program 
established  to  assist  professional  artists. 

Under  the  program,  the  Foundation,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Fitchburg  Public 
Library,  commissioned  Fitchburg's  first 
public  work  of  art,  a  large-scale  sculpture 
that  was  placed  in  the  Library's  outdoor 
courtyard.  Michio  Ihara,  internationally 
known  sculptor,  was  selected  in  an  open 
competition  from  among  92 
Massachusetts  artists.  Mr.  Ihara  received 
$6,500  to  cover  his  stipend,  material, 
construction,  and  transportation  costs. 

In  Springfield,  a  new  work  by 
Massachusetts  composer  Charles  Fussell 
was  performed  by  the  Springfield 
Symphony  and  recorded  by  Opus  I 
records.  The  Foundation  provided 
$4,000.00  in  the  form  of  a  fellowship  to 
help  defray  recording  costs. 

In  the  last  pilot  project,  the  Foundation 
provided  Massachusetts  photographer 
Derrick  Te  Paske  $3,500  so  that  a  large 
exhibition  of  his  work  could  travel  to  10 
locations  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 
This  exhibition,  "Massachusetts,  a  Place 
for  People",  was  sponsored  by  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and 
Development. 

To  encourage  this  state's  finest  talent, 
the  Foundation's  Creative  Artists 
Services  program  is  currently  offering 
approximately  25  fellowships  of  $3,000 
each  to  Massachusetts  artists.  The 
Fellowships  are  awarded  on  the  basis  of 
artistic  merit  in  painting,  printmaking, 
sculpture,  musical  composition, 
photography,  video  and  film  making, 
creative  writing,  and  choreography. 
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Touring 

Touring  can  be  an  important  way  of 
sharing  resources,  benefiting  both 
perfornning  arts  groups  and  local 
communities.  The  Council  has  steadily 
expanded  its  touring  activities  to  provide 
communities  across  the  state  with 
access  to  a  variety  of  outstanding  events. 
It  has  been  able  to  minimize  the  expense 
involved  in  touring  by  working  In 
cooperation  with  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts,  other  New 
England  state  arts  councils,  and  local 
sponsors. 

In  1974  the  Council's  touring  activities 
included  Dance  Touring  and  the  New 
England  Contemporary  Music  Circuit.  In 
1975  the  Council  is  helping  make 
possible  Opera  New  England,  a  major 
touring  program  of  the  Opera  Company  of 
Boston. 


Dance  Touring 

The  Dance  Touring  program  brings 
many  of  the  nation's  finest 
contemporary  dance  companies  to 
communities  across  the  state  for 
residencies  lasting  several  days  and 
involving  lecture-demonstrations, 
technique  classes,  and  performances. 
Since  the  program  began  in  1969,  with 
two  dance  companies  in  Amherst  and 
Boston,  it  has  grown  steadily  and  is  now 
one  of  the  most  extensive  in  the  country. 
The  1974-75  season  involved  18  dance 
companies  in  11  communities  throughout 
Massachusetts. 

Under  the  program,  each  local  sponsor 
pays  production  costs  and  at  least  one-third 
of  the  dance  company's  fee.  The 
remaining  cost  of  the  fees  is  covered  by 
the  Council  and  the  National  Endowment 
for  the  Arts.  The  program  is  administered 
by  the  Massachusetts  Arts  and 
Humanities  Foundation,  Inc.

Circuit 

In  1974  audiences  in  various  parts  of 
Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  and  Rhode 
Island  were  given  the  opportunity  to  hear 
live  performances  of  music  composed 
within  the  last  ten  years  through  the  New 
England  Contemporary  Music  Circuit, 
sponsored  by  the  Council  In  cooperation 
with  the  Connecticut  Commission  on  the 
Arts,  The  Rhode  Island  State  Council  on 
the  Arts,  and  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts.  Under  this  program  the  Boston 
Musica  Viva,  the  New  England  Con- 
temporary Ensemble,  and  the  New  Music 
Ensemble  of  Providence  gave  36  lecture- 
demonstrations  and  performances  at  ten 
participating  colleges  and  universities. 
These  concerts  brought  the  work  of  con- 
temporary composers  to  many  areas  that 
do  not  normally  have  access  to  this 
music.
